Ho Will, if in Power, Introduce Such 
Legislation as is " Intra 
Vires." 

Toronto, Feb. 9.— Tho Ontario Prohibi- 
tion Plebiscite has produoetl an expression 
from Premier Mowat, which is said to be a 
cabinet decision, The Premier says : " If 
tho decision of tho Privy Council should be 
that tho Provinces have the jurisdiction to 
pass a prohibitory liquor law, as 
respects the Bale of intoxicating 
liquors, I will introduce such a bill 
in the following session, if I am at the head 
of the Government. If the decision of tho 
Privy Council is that tho Province has jur- 
isdiction to pass only a partial prohibitory 
law I will introduco such a prohibitory bill 
as tho decision will warrant, unless 
tho partial prohibitory power is b< 
limited us to be ineffective from a temper 
anco standpoint." This declaration wai 
given to a committee representing a big 
gathering of temperance workers, held 
tli is city this week, ut which 
some 1,500 delegates, representing all 
sections of the Province wero present. 
Sir Oliver Mowat stated that his 
sympathies had always been with the tem- 
perance movement, and long ago ho had ro- 
cognizod tho misery attendant upon the 
liquor trallio, and hud given emphatic ex- 
pression to his sentiments. 

The Government's decision is, of course, 
subject to tho fortunes of war. After tho 
legislature, Bhortly to be hold, tho 
Government will dissolve the legislature 
and appeal to the province, and 
this leaves just two things in the way 
of prohibition in Ontario. 1. Tho possible 
adverse decision of the Judiciary committeo 
of the Privy Council. 2nd. Tho defeat of 
the Government of Sir Oliver Mowat at tho 
polls and the return of the Conservatives. 
Politicians believe that in catering to the 
temperance olement Sir Oliver has played 
winning card. His Government 
won Btiro of tho position of tho 
Protestant Protective Association, which 
has recontjy devoloped an unexpect- 
ed _ strength in tho Province, and ono to 
which certain politicians are paying much 
deference. Tho liquor trude combined with 
tho strongly partisan P. P. A., and the Op- 
position conatituto a power that tho Liber- 
als can only hope to overcome by a union 
with tho Temperance element, which has 
shown considerable strength. 

CARDINAL LEDOWOHOWSKI 


Will Resign the Prefecture or tho Propa- 
ganda on Account of Ill-Health. 

ROME, Feb. 9.— It is rumored in German 
circles hero that Cardinal Lndowchowski, 
Prefect of tho Congregation of tho Propa- 
ganda, is about to rosign that office on tho 
pretext of ill-health, but really bccatiBO of a 
disputo between himself and tho French 
ambassador regarding tho policy of the 
Church in France. Tho Cardinal ia a mem- 
ber of a distinguished Polish family, having 
been born in 1S22. After studying in tho 
college of St. John, at Warsaw, he at the 
ago of eighteen received tho ecclesiastical 
tonsure and habit. Having been succes- 
sively Domestic Prelato and Protonotary 
Ap:istolic he was sent by Pius IX to Madrid 
and to Chili and Brazil. Ho was appointed 
to the Nunciature of Brussels in 1 SG I with 
tho title of Archbishop in parlibus. In 
January, 1SCG, ho was translated to tho 
Archbishopric of Gnesen and Posen, which 
carries with it tho primacy of Poland. In 
con«quence of his resistance to tho laws 
enacted in Prussia ngainat tho church, ho 
was in 1S70 incarcerated in the dungeons of 
Ostrowo, when ho was proclaimed a car- 
dinal by the Pope in secret consistory held 
in Romo in March, 1875. Ho was released 
in tho succeeding February, but being ban- 
'shed from his diocese proceeded to Rome, 
where he has since remained.

Manitoba, Central Farmers' Institute 
Fail to Prosecute Charges 
Against the Railways. 



THE LOST " ESTELLE." 

All Too Full Confirmation of the Reports of 
Her Destruction With Those Aboard. 

NANAIMO, Feb. 9. — (Special)— By tho re- 
turn of tho steamer Rrunetto this morning 
any slight hopes which still remained of tho 
safety of the Bteamer iCstelle and those on 
board her wero entiroly extinguished. A 
most thorough Bearch was made in tho 
vicinity of Campboll river, where it was re- 
ported tho steamer had been lost, and 
wreckage was found strewn along tho eoust 
for four miles south of the river, us far 
north as Haslam's logging camp, and along 
the cast side of Vn'.dez, Island for a distance 
of three miles. Examination of tho wreck- 
ago convinced all on board the Brunette 
that tho losa of the Eetello was duo to an 
explosion, which must have been of tho 
most terrific nature, as the heavy timbers 
and iron railings had been shattered to 
splintcra. 

Mr. Haslam says ho ia perfectly sure the 
loss of tho Bteamer was due to an explosion, 
and is of the opinion that it occurred in tho 
open air boforo the vessel sank, as otherwise 
tho wreckage could not have been bo 
shattered. He thinks the accident occurred 
a little south of Cape Mudge, though of 
courso he does not know for a certainty. 
Is'ot a trace of any of the crew has been 
found, and instructions were loft everywhere 
the steamer landed to look out for bodies. 
Captain Chriotensen, sr., returned with Mr. 
Haslam. 

Tho name of the deckhand lost is found to 
bo William Morrison, McLaughlin having 
left the steamer some little time ago. Thua 
five of tho ill-fated crew— all eavo the mate 
and the Chinese cook— were of Victoria. 

Vancouver, Feb. 9. — (Special) — The 
Bteamer Comox returned from tho North 
this morning bringing the lateBt nowa of the 
Katello disaster. At Mason's tho captain 
was informed of the mishap and bo went 
across to Capo Mudge, the scene of tho dis- 
aster, and learned of tho wreckage being 
found there on Sunday morning. On Satur- 
day night there was a very strong south- 
west swell, and the opinion of tho captain 
of tho Comox is that aho foundered in tho 
tide rip vory near whero tho Standard did. 

[Private telegrams received hero from 
Captain Christonsen also givo fullest con- 
firmation of tho sad nows. The very gen- 
eral opinion among marina men here is that 
tho explosion muBt have occurred through 
tho generation of gases in tho coal carried 
for fuel.] 



BLAKE IN NEW YORK. 



Tendered a Reception at the Hoffman 
House— More Funds 
Wanted. 



Home Rule Is, He Declares, Assured 
Provided That Irishmen Are 
All United. 



New York, Fob. 9 — The Council of the 
Irish Federation of America tonderod a 
reception to Hon. Edward Blake, at the 
Hoffman Houbo to-night. There were present 
about lfiO Irish Americans. Thomas Em- 
mett presided over the mooting. The guest 
of the evening made an address, in the 
courso of which ho aaid : " The fact that I 
lived in Canada did perhaps give mo a fairer 
knowledgo and better view of tho benefits of 
Home Rule than any of those living in Eng- 
land; but when I wont to England, it was 
to work aa a private in tho ranka of the 
party struggling for Ireland's freedom, and 
I was very much surprised when I was 
placed on tho Parliamentary committee. I 
hope, however, at the next meeting to again 
retiro to tho ranka. I am not one of 
those who are dismayed by the action of the 
Peers in rejecting tho Home Rule bill, but 
are confident that triumph in assured, pro- 
vided that Irishmen throughout tho world 
are united, I want to assure you of my 
personal knowledgo that Mr. McCarthy 
is doing everything in hie power to release 
tho Paris funds and any statements to the 
contrary are untrue. Our adversaries are 
constantly making assertions of diffi- 
culties in the way of Homo Rule. 
Tho principal of theso is tho state- 
ment lately published that Mr. Gladstone is 
about to rotiro. My opinion about thut is 
thatnoting but physical necessity would ever 
make him givo up tho roinfl,and he will die in 
harness. The speaker closed with an ap- 
poal for funds, asking for •?! 50,000 for the 
Homo Rule cause from Irishmen in tho 
Cnited States. 

Beforo Mr. Blako began to epeak, it was 
rumored that somo of tho Now York Par- 
nellitea would mako a demonstration 
at tho meeting. A number of them 
distributed a lot of questions which 
they said Mr. Blake refused to answer. 
Policemen wero stationod in tho room, but 
thero was no attempt to create any disturb- 
ance.

This 
lattor amount, howover, has been made good 
by a rolative of Cashier Wideman, by whom 
the bank was owned.

WINNIPEG WIRINGS. 

Clnes to the Man Found Drowned in the 
River— Extensive Flro at Brandon. 

Winnipeg, Feb. 9.— (Special)— At Bran, 
don this morning tho large implement ware- 
house and offices of the Sylvester Broa. 
Manufacturing Co. went up in flames. The 
fire sturted at about three a.m., and before 
thirty minutea bad elapsed' tho whole 
structure waa completely ignited. The 
building contained about $10,000 worth of 
agricultural implemonta, all of which are 
entirely destroyed. The loea is estimated 
at $25,000, the contents as well us building 
being destroyed. The insurance effected 
here' ia aa follows: Atlaa, $2,000; Cale- 
donian, $2,000; Sun, $11,000. It is not 
known what insurance had been written at 
the head oliico of tho company in Lindsay, 
Ont. The origin of the fire is wrapped in 
mystery. 

The baggage lying at Rat Portage sta- 
tion, belonging to the man drowned in tho 
Winnipeg river, waa examined by Mayor 
Savage. Nothing definite that would lead 
to his identification was found, Ihb name 
having been carefully cut from all hia be- 
longings. Tho iact that tho mark G. W. 
waa found on some things point strongly to 
the fact that he was tho missing man, 
George Ward. An Australian sovereign 
was found in one of hia vest pockots, and a 
newspaper badge bearing the name " Chilli- 
wack Fair." Mayor Savage has wired to 
Vancouver to see if anything ia known of 
him at that place. It is generally believed 
tho unfortunate man was suffering men- 
tally. 

SECOND TO NONE. 

A Lord of the Admiralty Declares It to Be 
Britain's Intention to Dominate 
the Seas. 

London, Feb. 9— Mr. Edmund Robertson, 
one of tho Lords of the Admiralty, addres3od 
a meeting at Dundee yesterday. Ho said 
that the naval programme of tho Govern- 
ment for 1S9-4 and 1S95 would show no in- 
tention to forfeit or oven risk in tho alight- 
est degreo Great Britain's superiority over 
other nations. Tho estimates that would 
soon bo published would satisfy the advo- 
catcsnf a atrongnavy. Theao estimates would 
only be for a year, though part of tho pro 
gramme for a period of years had 
beon elaborated in all its details. There was 
good reason, Mr. Robertson added, for tho 
refusal of the Government to publish all tho 
details of its programme. When the last 
naval defonco aot was announced Franco and 
Russia immediately increased their expendi- 
tures to keep pace with Groat Britain. 
The net result was that Groat Britain had 
been left in a position relatively tho same as 
sho had boforo occupiod. England, ho de- 
clared, could always build quicker, and 
keep tho lead in completed Bhipa, beaides 
choosing types of vessels that would out- 
class those of other countries. 



THE LIBERTY BELL. 

It la Coining to San Francisco's Fair, and 
May Go to the City of Mexico. 

San Fkancisco, Feb. 9.— It is announced 
to-day that tho celobrated liberty boll 
which ia now in Now York will bo brought 
to the Midwinter Exposition as soon an 
transportation arrangements have been 
made. Tho Pullman company ia building a 
oar specially fcr tho bell and its at- 
tendants ; in this car tho bell will mako the 
tour across continent and back. Tho bell 
will probably bo taken to tho City of 
Mexico after its visit to San Franoiaco. 

The oxeoutivo committeo of tha fair held 
a meeting this afternoon and decided to 
maintain tho 50 oent rate of admission. 
It was proposed thnt the admission fee 
should be reduced to 25 cents.

Public Meeting at Duucau to Discuss 
the Couditiou of the Cowichau 
and Cliemaiuus. 



Suffffeatious as to the Safegruardiuff of 
au Important Interest— Kesolu- 
• , tious Adopted. 



Duncan, Feb, 9.— (Special)— A large and 
influential meeting of the residents in 
Cowichan district was held on Tuesday last 
in the Agricultural hall at Duncan, to take 
into consideration the improvements re- 
quired to bo made on tho Cowichau river 
for tho purpoBo of running timber and to 
prevent tho damage do-jo by tho water to 
tho agricultural lands through which it 
flows, also to devise a. sohomo by which the 
necessary funds can be obtained to carry on 
tho work. Tho meoting was called to order 
at 11 a.m., and Major Mutter, of Somenos, 
boing elected to the ohair, briefly stated the 
object of the meeting. Mr. W. P. Jaynes 
then moved and Mr. \V. C. Duncan seconded 
tho following resolution, which was carried 
unanimously : 

" Whereas a vast area of timber land 
which is estimated to contain at least -,600,- 
000,000 feet of merchantable timber is situ- 
ated in the vicinity of tho Cowichan river, 
its tributaries and Cowichan lake ; 

" And whereas in order to ronder the Baid 
timber available for mercantile purposes it 
is necessary it Bhould be convorted into saw 
logs and transported to points conveniently 
situated for tho purpose of preparing und 
shipping lumbor ; 

"And whereas tho only means for so 
transporting tho said saw-logs is by (loating 
them down the Cowichan rivor ; 

"And whoroas tho expenditure necessary 
to cut and Hoot the said logs will amount to 
at least §H per thousand feet boaid measure, 

" And whereas a largo revenuo will 
yearly accrue to tho public on account of 
timber dues and stumpago tax, which must 
be paid in connection with tho manufacture 
of the said timber into lumber ; 

" And wheroas the said Cowichau river 
in its present condition is unsuited for Heat- 
ing logs as aforesaid, aud cannot be used for 
that purpose except with great risk and 
damage to private property situated along 
its banks ; 

"And whereas the eetimated cost of Buch 
works us are necessary to properly confine 
tho ohannol of the said rivor and to make it 
floatable for saw-logs, as aforesaid, is so 
largo thut private individuals cannot bo ex- 
pected to undertuko the same without Gov- 
ernment aid ; 

" And whereas owing to tho changes that 
have recently taken place in the channel of 
tho said river, it is imperatively necessary 
that tho work of confining and straightening 
the same should bo immediately proceeded 
with and prosecuted on un extensive Bcale, 
and in accordance with a well-defined plan ; 

"Therefore, be it resolved, that in the 
opinion of this meeting, the improvement of 
the Baid rivor in tho manner herein- 
before roferred to is so much a 
matter of great and pressing public 
importance, that tho attention of tho Pro- 
vincial Government should be immediately 
directed thereto, with a view of granting 
financial assistance to any body of persons, 
who will undertake the said work in accord- 
ance with a scheme which shall bo deemed 
sufficient to insure tho permanent use of the 
rivor for the purposes aforesaid, without 
risk or damugo to private property." 

Tho chairman then read a letter from tho 
Premier, in which the latter statod that the 
Government were taking immediate steps in 
the matter of tho river improvements, and 
that a thoroughly competent engineer had 
been engaged to make an estimate of the 
cost of the necessary work. 

It was Lheti moved by Mr.W. C. Duncan, 
Beconded by Mr. J. A. Woods, and resolved, 
that the letter from the Premier be ac- 
knowledged and that this meeting signify 
their appruvul of the action taken by the 
Government in obtaining the services of a 
competent engineer without any delay ; bnt 
as regards Mr. H. Crolt's motion in tho 
Provincial Legislature referring the matter 
to the Djiniuion Government, the public 
fail to see the utility of the same as in the 
case of tho Province of Ontario v. the Do- 
minion of Canada, re Caldwell v. McLaren, 
it was docided by the Privy Council that 
tho Provincial Governments have the entire 
control of the rivers and streams in their 
respeotivo Provinces ; but if in this wc are 
not correct, wo shall be grateful for further 
inform i tion. 

Mr. A. G. Hughett then addressed the 
meeting ; he stated that sinco tho com- 
mencement of tho logging business^ on this 
river there had been obstacles continuously 
thrown in their way by tho Dominion Gov- 
ernment ; that injunctions were placed on 
the running of logs, thereby preventing the 
fulfilling of contracts and entirely crippling 
the lumber industry and making it impossi- 
ble to obtain monoy to carry on tho lumber 
trade or make improvements in tho river, 
and that capitalists, on being approached, 
reply that while opposed aud hampered by 
tho aotion of tho Government they will not 
invest their money. 

It was then moved by Mr. W. H. Lomas, 
seconded by Mr. J. A. Wood, that the sec- 
retary Bend copios of tho resolution just 
passed to the local members, the Boards of 
Trade ut Kanaimo and Victoria, und to the 
press, and that they be requested to take 
up tho Bubject of tho river improvements 
on the plan proposed as being a matter of 
importance to tho mcrcuntilo interests of 
Vancouver Island generally. 

CUKMAINUS RIVER. 
i After a short intormission, tho chair was 
taken by Capt. Barclay, R.N., who called 
tho attention of the meeting to the great 
damage now going on to the roads, bridges 
und farms adjacontto tho Chomainus river, 
und it was then resolved, 

"That this meeting diroct tho attention of 
the Provincial Government to the damage 
done by tho formation of log jams noar tho 
mouth of tho Chemoinus rivor, by which the 
Btream is divertod from its natural channel 
and overflows tho adjuoont farms, eo that 
large quantitioB-of vuluablo lands are annu- 
ally washed away, and tho roads and bridges 
in tho vicinity weakened and made impassa- 
blo, and request that u small appropriation 
be made for tho purpose of clearing out tho 
channel of the river by removing tho said 
log-jams during tho current year, and fur- 
ther, to appropriate u small Bum annually to 
keep the river open." 

After passing ft vote of thanks to the 
chairman the meeting thon adjourned.

The financial statement 
showed Bome i?4 in hand from last year and 
there wns also an overdraft of about S-tSO at 
tho bank, riurautved by several of the 
memberB. It was decided to wipe this off 
as promptly as possible. 

Proceeding t.> the election of oliicera Mr. 
Boggs proposed a general executive, divided 
aa evenly as possible between poultry fan- 
ciers and dog fanciers, so ab to enable each 
to manage its special part of the show. 

Mr. Miller thought if there was going to 
bo any distinction shown . between 
dog and poultry fanciers they had hotter 
have a kennel club and poultry club separ- 
ately at odco. Mr. Wall and the chairmaD, 
however, smoothed down tho feathers that 
seemed in danger of being u little ru filed 
and everything went along with perfect 
harmony throughout tho evening.

TREATY. 

Presa Comments on tho Consequences of Its 
Kejeetion by tlio Reichstag. 

Berlin, Feb. 9.— The Kier 'A dtung, in an 
article on the Russian-German eommercm 
treaty, says that the German poople will 
not ullow themsolves to be intimidated by 
Russian insolonco. It adds that if Russia 
wants to gain the troaty by force of arms 
sho can venture at her own risk. The Ger- 
man nation will not bo dictated to by Slav- 
ish arrogance. 

In commenting on the possible conse- 
quences for Germany of rejecting the Rus- 
sian treaty, the Germania, Roman Uatholio 
organ, says : " Tho preaont position ia not 
one of which Germany can bo proud. If the 
nation be obliged to adopt treaties for fear 
of a neighbor's angsr, what becomeB of our 
boast thlit Germans fear God, but nobody 
else in tho world '.' Wo protest againBt the 
pressure exercised upon tho Roichstag by 
the threats of war." 

The Munich Allgemeino Zeitung, irrecon- 
cilcable Bismarckian, says : " No more 
mistaken means could have been found than 
to rlaco tho Reichstag under prcasuro of 
Russian war threats. All parties, even the 
friends of the treaty, ought to join in a pro- 
test agninst this course. What purpose does 
the triple alliance serve, if the rejection of 
tko treaty will expose Europo to tho chanco 
and fate of battle '! " 

Tho Hamburger Nachrichten, Prince Bis- 
marck's organ, BayB : "If we over montioned 
the Czar's wishes as arguments for tho adop- 
tion of any measures, wo wero taunted with 
cringing before Russia. In the present case 
an attempt has been made to intimidate the 
Reichstag." 

The Ereisinnige Zeitung, edited by 
Eugene Richter, the Radical leader, says 
that Emperor William spoko thus to Horr 
von Levitzow at Chancellor von Caprivi's 
dinner party : "I am far from desiring to 
influence anybody's convictiona in this mat- 
ter, but juac consider how the Cztr would 
look upon the rejection of tho treaty," 




ANOTHER MASSACRE. 

Detachment of French Troops Annihilated In 
Senegal by Tuurcg;8. 

Paris, Fob. 9. — Tho colonial department 
this afternoon received a telegram from St, 
Louis, Senegal, that Col. Bonnair and eleven 
other ollicers, with 250 privates had been 
massacred by tho Tuuregs. Lo Siocle says 
the Government intends to hold Timbuctoo, 
and has ordered reinforcemonts to be aent 
for that purpose. The French column wus 
surprised at night, when within three days' 
march of Timbuctoo. Prime Minister Per- 
ier thinks the column attacked was not tho 
one commanded by Bonnair. The Tuarcgs 
now threaten tho French forces holding Tim- 
buotoo. Later advices from Senegal state 
that Captain Philips, of theFronch lorces, is 
holding Timbuctoo with only 300 rifles and 
Bix cannon, and that ho intends to hold it 
until reinforcemonts arrive. Timbuctoo is 
Burrounded by Tuaregs.

ESTABLISHED 1879. 
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STOCKS IN NEW YORK. 

Considerable Trading, but tho Changes With- 
in a Narrow Compass. 

New York, Feb. 9. — It was dull and un- 
eventful in stock circles. The total Bales 
wero 150,999 sharea, of which 61,300 wero 
American sugar. Tho not ohangea for tho 
day wero compassed within a range of J to J 
per cent., generally in the direction of im- 
provement. In tho early trading the mar- 
ket, while dull, waB strong especially for 
Grain, Sugar, Western Union, General 
Electric, St, Paul and Burlington and 
Quincy. Tho advance in Sugar was due to 
the reiteration of reports from Washington 
that the Senate Financo committoe would 
recommend a duty on refined. The buying, 
in atreot parlance, was particularly "good." 
Tho shorts in Western Union displayed 
somo nervousness soon after the opening, 
and the stock advanced 1J to 83§. 
Later in the day a general reaction ensued, 
owing to the aharp decline in wheat both 
here and in Chicago. At this timo sugar 
fell 11, whisky lg, Western Union I, Balti- 
more k.

TB UBS DA Y'S DEB A TB. 

It ia not creditable to tho Province that 
the Leader of tho Opposition could be in- 
duced to base a motion of want of con- 
fidence on the subject matter of a privalo 
document furtively obtained. It is generally 
supposed that tlio man who occupies so 
prominent and so important u position as 
that of Leader of Her Majesty's Loyal Op- 
position in any of the provinces of the Do- 
minion should have tho instincts of a gen- 
tleman, that he should bo able to distinguish 
instantly between what is honorable and 
what is dishonorable, and that he would 
scorn himself to do anything unworthy 
a man in his position or to coun- 
tenance it in others. To appropriate 
a private document belonging to another, 
and to use it in an attempt to injure an 
opponent, is considered by gentlemen about 
the meanest and most dishonest act that a 
man could commit. So abhorrent is^such an 
act to the principles and the instincts of 
honorable men that thure are very many 
who would consider it less disgraceful to bo 
a party to a criino than to be directly con- 
cerned in so base and disreputable a trans- 
action. Mr. Beavon's hatred of his political 
opponents must bo so intense uud so bitter 
as to bliad him to tho diBhonorabloness 
of tho course he has taken in this mat- 
ter, or lie is so eager to obtain what 
appears to him to be uu advantage over a 
politic U opponent that he has become per- 
fectly reckless as to tho means he takes to 
secure it. Mr. Kitchen and Mr. Cotton in 
making use of the prospectus which fell 
by accident into their hands to injure Ool, 
Baker, and through him tho Government of 
the Province, only acted after their kinJ, 
but better things might have been expected 
of Mr. Heaven. 

It ia surprising to see a man supposed to 
be intelligent and well versed in the 
ininutia' of political propriety, Snaking it an 
ofTenco for a member of a Government 
to allow hia name and office to 
be mentioned in a business docu- 
ment. He ought to have known, as was 
clearly shown by tho Premier in tho 
debate, that this is done to a greater 
or less extent by nearly every prominent 
public man on both aides of politics in Great 
Britain. Many of these gentlemen are con- 
nected with commercial enterprises of ono 
kind uud another, and they do not object to 
have their titles and offices mentioned in 
connection with thoir names. The late 
Hon. Alexander Mackenzie was as punctil- 
ious a man in all matters of business aa was 
to bo found on this continent, yet his namo 
and position in tho Government were used 
in connection with tho presidency of an 
insurance company. Mr. Beaven surely 
does not expect the pooplo of this Province 
to believe that he knows better than Sir 
John Macdonald, Premier of tho Dominion, 
did what is right and proper for 
a member of a government to do 
in such a matter '! Yet Sir John 
waB olected managing director of a life in- 
surance company, and his name and titles 
wore printed in full on tho documents of the 
concern. When all this is known, it is 
porfectly astonishing that Mr. Beaven 
should attempt to construe into a serious 
offence against official propriety an act with 
which no well-informed man, eithor 
in Groat Britain or tho Dominion 
of Canada, thinks of finding fault. 
Yet this perfectly innocont act is, by Mr. 
Beaven und tho membora of the Opposition, 
regardod as deserving of tho consuro of tho 
Legislature. A moro doplorablo instance 
than this of ignorance combined with blind 
partisanship in a political party, could not, 
wo aro porfectly sure, bo found in tho his- 
tory of any colony. Tho people of tho 
Province are to bo congratulated that tho 
motion of censure, based upon suoh trivial 
grounds, was rejected by a large majority. 
If by any chanco it had passed, British 
Columbia would havo been disgraced in tho 
eyes of intelligent men everywhere. 

It should not bo forgotten that tho trans- 
action about which the Opposition made 



Huch an ado was a private one in every sense. 
The public interests ware not affected by it 
in any way. In fact, it tho Cranbrook estate 
had been sold, and if British capital had 
been brought hero to develop its mineral 
and its agricultural capabilities, the Pro- 
vince would havo been bonefitcd, and that 
not in a slight degree. 

The animus of tho Opposition in thuB in- 
terfering in the private affairs of a member 
of the Government cannot be concealed. No 
hypocritical professions of zeal in the public 
welfare can blind the country to the fact 
that they were moved, as Mr. Pooley well 
remarked, by envy, hatred, malice, and all 
uncharitabloness. 

The Opposition's personal attacks aro re- 
vealing the truo oharactor of its members. 
The attack on tho Executive Council's Re- 
port, which was directed ugainst the Attor- 
ney-General, shows that as a body they aro 
silly and narrow-minded. The attack upon 
Col. Baker proves to a demonstration that 
they are both ignorant and malignant, and 
have no truo conception of their duty us 
legislators. 

A PITIFUL EXHIBITION. 

There has been lately a pitiful exhibition 
of tho weakness of human nature in Nova 
Scotia. Tha^i Province haa had since it was 
a self-governing colony a Legislativo Coun- 
cil. But in Nova Scotia, as it has dona in 
all the other provinces, it has outlived its use- 
fulness, and tho Government very properly 
determined to abolish it. But tho Council 
could not be legislated out of existence ex- 
cept with its own consent. Mr. Fiolding, 
the Premier of tho Province, thought he 
had hit upon u plan to secure tho abolition 
of tho Council. There were vacancies 
in the body which be found it neces- 
sary to fill. But before a councillor 
was appointed the Premier wrote to the 
proposed appointee telling him that the 
Government had reaolved to abolish the 
Council, and that the vacant seat was at his 
disposal if ho would promise to vote for a 
measure ubolishing it when in tho opinion 
of the Government tho time hud come that 
that brunch of tho Logislaturo should cease 
to exist. All the gentlemen written to 
gavo in writing the promise required. Mr. 
Fielding, after ho had, as he believed, 
secured a good majority in the Council to 
vote for its abolition, brought ia a bill for 
that purpose. It was carried in the House 
of Assembly without any difficulty, but 
the Council rejecttd it by u majority 
of fourteen to five. Of this majority of 
fourteen seven at least woro pledged in 
writing to vote for tho abolition of the 
Council. There can be no mistake about 
the matter, for tho letter sent to the men pre- 
vious to their appointment und their replies 
are published in tho Nova Scotia and New 
Brunswick papers. Two at least of tho 
Councillors who refused to carry out their 
written pledge were at one timo members of 
tho Dominion Parliament. These wero Mr. 
Goudge, who represented Hants from 
1873 to 1878, and Col. Ray, who was 
four timea olected to tho House of Com- 
mons, It ia juat possible that these Coun- 
cillors have something to say in justification 
of their conduct, but we have not seen ono 
word that has been written in their defence. 



grasB lands are suited for dairy cattle : and 
as there is an unlimited market for butter, 
cheeso, eggs und other farm products, mixed 
farming pays well. I saw on a furm on tho 
island tho twenty-seventh successive annual 
crop of timothy, which was being cut while 
we wero there, and yielding two toua to the 
acre. Tho prico obtained ut tho nearest 
railway station, nine miles oil, was $10 per 
ton. All this will give an idea 
of tho richness of tho soil. The 
fishing resources of British Columbia 
are not second to tlio fisheries on the At- 
lantic coast, and in some respects ahead of 
and richer than tho latter. The land-looked 
and tiuiet buya and iulots, together with 
rivern and streams, teem with valuable food 
fish of every vuriety known in the north 
temperate zone' such us tho salmon and cod, 
halibut, aturgeon, herring und others, be- 
sides shell fish. The black cod is considered 
ono of tho moat delicious of deep water fiah. 

Tho cities of Victoria and Nunaimo on 
tho island, and of Vancouver and New 
Westminster on the mainland, are as pro- 
gressive us any in Canada, and contain mag- 
nificent buildings of all descriptions. It is 
only a matter of a few years when with an 
ever increasing population and the opening 
up and development of its great resources, 
British Columbia will become a hive of in- 
dustry aud one of, if not, tho richest and 
most prosperous provinces in our fair Do- 
minion. 

And in conclusion I would liko to say that 
iu my opinion there is nothing going on in 
Canada today which is more likely to bring 
about thut Canadian national feeling or 
sentiment which wo all deairo to see in our 
fair land than tho commingling together in 
our Northwest and British Columbia of tho 
representatives from each of tho older pro- 
vinces who arc living side by aido in every 
town und village, and arc cultivating and 
farming tho land in every settlement. 
Meeting us strangers in this fur off country, 
thoy have becomo brothers united in tho 
common cause of building up und develop- 
ing its magnificent resources. It is their'a 
to possess and occupy in right of their com- 
mon citizenship, and aa natives of the older 
Caoad'i, whoso statesmen had the foresight 
and sagacity to acquire it. This good land 
is for tho use and bom-lit of future genera- 
tions of Canadians, au heritage that we und 
our children's children can possess, in which 
every Canadian of every degree can live, 
work and prosper, governed by tho luwa of 
tho country which gave him birth, and be 
neath the folds of that lbg ull true Canadi- 
ans lovo so well.

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AN EXCELLENT SPEECH. 

The Nor' Wester, Mr. Buxton's news- 
paper, which mado its appearance on the 
.'!rd inst., contains a full report of the 
speech which tho Hon. Mr. Daly delivered, 
or attempted to deliver, ut tho Toronto 
Board of Trade banquet. Tho speech is, 
from beginning to ond, an excollenb ono, and 
one which it might bo thought an audience 
of intelligent Canadian business men would 
bo delighted to hear. It is easily seen that 
there is too much senBe in it aud that it con- 
tains too many facts to pleuso thoughtless 
revellers who met merely to compliment 
each other and to have a good time ; 
but thut serious business men of 
the K»st to whom tho progress and 
development of tho West and Northwest 
are of the greatest importance, Bhould 
rudely interrupt the speaker and refuse to 
hear him out, is more than we can under- 
stand. Mr. Daly was their guest, he was 
asked to make tlio Northwest the Bubjeot of 
his speech, aud tho least hia entortainors 
could do wub to listen attentively and 
respectfully to what ho hud to aay. That 
it waB well worth hearing is mado abun- 
dantly clear by the following passage which 
wo quote, not because it is better than 
othor parts of the speech, but because it 
troats of the l'rovinco in which tho great 
majority of our readers are moat doeply in- 
terested : 

Tho building of the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way has opened up und is doveloping the 
resources ot tho great Provinco of British 
Columbia and exhibiting the richness it 
posscsaes in mine, field, forest and stream. 
These alono await capital und industry for 
development, und I predict for this Province 
a great future. British Columbiu contains 
u superficial area of 500,000 aquuro milea, 
and ia TOO miles from north to south and , r >(J0 
milea from east to west. Amidst the fast- 
nesses of tho Rockiea und Selkirks and 
along tho numerous rivers uud creoks of tho 
mainland aro minoruls of ovory description 
und kind — gold, silver, lead, copper, iron, 
galena, platinum, plumbago, mica, slato and 
other minorals distributed over a great area. 
The coal deposits upon tho island of Vancou- 
ver are tho richest on 'tho Pacific Coast — 
they aro being rapidly developed and havo a 
very lurge output, tlio demand from San 
Francisco boing very groat. With tho ex- 
ception of coal, tho mining industries of 
British Columbia are practically inexhaust- 
ible. Extensive mills have been erected 
throughout tho Provinco. So far, tho lum- 
bering to a groat extont has boon confined 
to tho vicinity of tho Bait water. Djuglus. 
fir, spruce, red and yellow codar, hemlock, 
yellow cypress, white pino, oak, and many 
othor kinds of timber arc widoly distributed. 
Tho Douglas fir and cedar roach gigantic 
proportions. Thoro aro many thousands of 
milesof arablo landsuitnd tothoproduotionof 
ovory cereal, fruit, vegetable, plant and 
llower, so diverse are tho soils and climatic 
influences. There aro large arouB of grazing 
lands known as tho open bunoh-grass coun- 
try, admirably adapted for stock raising. 
Both on the mainland and on the island tho

THE_CITY. 

TltERE wore no eases Ijeforo the police 
magistrate yesterday. 

Rev. Canon Paddon delivered the first of 
a series of Lenten lectures ut St. Mark's 
church, Boleskine road, yesterday. 

The City hall bulletin board has been re- 
moved from the side to tho main entrance. 
The aide door hin been " closed to trallic." 

A public meeting will be held in the 
Board of Trade rooms, this afternoon, to 
recoive the report of the Citizens' Relief 
committee. 

TlIE appeal of Adams v. MoBeatb, which 
was to have cornu bofore the Full court, yes- 
terday, was laid over to a day to be fixed by 
the parties concerned. 

Al.D. J. KEITH WILSON yesterday gave 
formal notice, as chairman of the Finance 
committee, of the by-law respecting the ex- 
penditure of the current year's revenue. 

Mil J. A. LAWRENCE yesterday pur- 
chased from Mr. D. R. Harris tho property 
on Quadra street extending from Fort to 
Meares, and including three houses and tho 
store occupying tho Fort street corner. 
The price paid was between fu.OOO and 
57,000. 

The young people of St. Andrew's Pres- 
byterian church promise an interesting 
evening on Tuesday next at Philharmonic 
hall, consisting of tableaux d'art and plas- 
thjue, the recitation and music being of a 
high order. Thoso who remember the last 
entertainment by these talented young peo- 
ple in this hall will not be likely to miss tho 
coming treat. 

The City Council met yesterday in pri- 
vate session for tho purpose of considering 
tho estimates, which it is expected will be 
presented on Monday evening. A consider- 
able curtuilment of expenditure in one de- 
partment is looked for, and rumors are rifo 
that a thorough investigation will shortly 
be made into the manner in which this same 
department has during recent years been 
conducted. 

At the Philharmonio hall, yesterday after- 
noon, a crowded meeting of genuine work- 
ing men formed themselves into a Working- 
men's Union, electing the following oilicers: 
W. H. Smith, president ; J. Harrold, vice- 
president ; V. E. Ottaway, secretary ; A. 
E. Soper, financial secretary ; J. Schanks, 
treasurer ; G. Millet, sentinel. The chief 
order of business was tha formation of a 
labor bureau with the idea of acting in con- 
junction with tho citizens' organization in 
securing work, temporary or otherwise, for 
the unemployed of the society at a fair re- 
muneration. 

There were more than the usual number 
of Chamber applications before Mr. Justice 
Drake yesterday morning, but several of 
them were adjourned for various causes. 
An application was made in Mason v. John- 
son for the dismissal of the action for want 
of prosecution, but, as it was shown that tho 
statement of claim had been delivered sinco 
tho issue of the preeent summons, no order 
was made. In the H. B. Co. v. Reams and 
Rowlings, an order was made changing the 
vonuo to Vancouver, with costs in the cause. 
Leave was given to amend the statement of 
defence in the suit between the Victoria 
Iron Works Cq. v+ Williams and others. 
February 19 was fixnd for tho trial of 
Wolley v. Lowenlmrg, Harris & Co., before 
a judge and special jury. 

" The lumber business in British Colum- 
bia would appear to be in an active condi- 
tion at present. Vice President Shaugh- 
neBsy, of the Canadian Pacific railway, has 
received advices that on ouo day last month 
no less than eight vessels with un aggregate 
tonnago of 9,97!) were loading 1291,570,000 
feet at the Hastings mill, Vancouver." The 
above appears in un Eastern trade paper, 
and shows either that Mr. Shaughnessy has 
been romancing or that the editor of the 
sheet has very remarkable ideas of the car- 
rying capacity of 10,000 tons of shipping. 
Ono million teet is a high average cargo for 
one vessel, so that S, 000, 000 feet would have 
been abouf correct. Tho combined cut of 
the British Columbia mills for 1S9H was 
something over 100,000 000 feet. 

When Fred and Charlie Caflire returned 
a few weeks ago from their round-the- 
world pilgrimage, it was with protestations 
of reformation upon their lips. They were 
going to turnover a new leaf, they said, and 
their last escapade hud been recorded. 
Something, however, has intervened to pre- 
vent the consummation of their plans, for 
Acting Chief Walker rocoived a telegram 
from I'ort Angeles last ovening, informing 
him that the threo littlo Calliros with a 
companion are under detention thoro. 
Thoy were arrested on suspicion of having 
stolon the yellow painted, double-eudod 
boat in which they left homo uud crossed 
tho Straits. Their intontions, so rudely in- 
terfered with by the police of Port Angeles, 
wore to pay a visit to tho Midwinter Fair, 
and the party organized for tho exoursion 
includod Fred, Charlio and Eddie Caflire 
and Fred Elvin. All four will probably be 
brought homo to-day with the boat, which 
it has been found was stolen from Mr. 
AuguBtua Jacobson. 

The meeting of the Teachers' Institute 
yesterday afternoon was better attendod 
than usual, the former " absentees " giving 
as excuso for thoir non-appearance at former 
meetings the explanation that they had not 
thoroughly understood whether it wus com- 
pulsory to attend. They believed it to bo 
optional whether they were at tho meetings 
or toaching, and tho latter duty thoy had 
fulfilled. The btiBiuesa of yesterday's meet- 
ing was confined to the further diBcusaion 
of tho limit tables, and to the olection of 
oflieora. Arithmetic waB tho principal aub- 
jeot on the limit table question dealt 
with; tho old faBhionod rules for tho teach- 
ing of it wero in many instances con- 
demned. Tho committeo of management 
wore assigned the work of drafting pro- 
grammes of work for future meetings, so 
that henceforth business will bo done on 
more business-liko principles. Tho officers 
elected are as follows t Miss Cameron, pro 
sidont ; A. B. McNeil, vico-president ; and 



Miss Lawson, Becretury-treaaury. On the 
committee of management are tho abovo 
three (ex-officio), and Messrs. Paul, Tait 
and Russ. 

The members of the Fanny Kico company 
are at tho Balmoral. 

Rev. S. Cleaver ofBaiated yesterday at 
tho funeral of the late J. Stowardaon, of Al- 
berni. Tho chief mourners were Messrs. 
tleorgo Mnrphy, Thomas H. Allico and 
Thomas l'inkerton. 

An interesting entertainment was given 
last ovening in the Methodist mission on 
Herald Btreet, a good musical programme 
being interspersed with practical addresses. 
The attendance was eminently satisfactory. 

"The British Columbia Law Notes" in the 
title of a new Bomi-monthly publication, the 
first number of which haa been received by 
the Colon est. As the name indicates the 
object is to supply the profession with notes 
of decisions, particularly of thoao relating to 
matters of practice, us eoon as possible after 
they are given. It is also proposed to intro- 
duce short notes and comments on matters 
of interest to tho profession, its pages in 
their proper limits to bo open to communi- 
cations from members of the profession on 
matters of professional interest. "Law 
Notes" are edited by Mr. Robert Caesidy. 
Tho work is in convenient form, is well 
printed, and the matter it contains will 
doubtless con. mend itself to thoso for whoso 
benefit it has beeu gotten up. 

At a lato meeting of the Council of the 
British Columbia Institute of Architects the 
secretary reported that he had, agreeably to 
instructions, addressed a letter to the Min- 
ister of Public Works at Ottawa, urging the 
proprioty of allowing the plans for tho new 
Custom House and Post; Ollico here to be 
prepared in competition among Provincial 
architects, and not in Oct&wa, us heretofore. 
Through the efforts of tiio vice-presidents 
thia application was endorsed by British 
Columbia Dominion members and Senators. 
It is argued that something more likely to 
meet the requirements of the city would bo 
obtained by this mcana, both us to matoriala 
and convenience, and ulso plans more likely 
to fulfil modern requirements than tho 
stereotyped workB of one man alone.

Fourth Session or tUo Sixth Parliament. 
FOURTEENTH DAY. 

FbidaYi Feb. 9, 1894. 
The Speakor took the chair at 2 p.m. 
Prayers by Rev. S. Cleaver. 

PEHWONS. 

The following petitions woro read and 
received : 

From " Tho Brunette saw mill compaDy, 
limited liability," for a private bill to per- 
fect their incorporation. — Mr. Croft. 

From tho corporation of tho townBhip of 
Chilliwack, to validate a loan by-law re 
drainago of Big Prairie. — Mr. Kitchen. 

From James H. Brownleo, G. F. Cairnio, 
and Emil S. Lovi, for a private bill to 
amend the " Mount Tolmio Park and Cor- 
dova Bay railway company act, 1893." — 
Mr. Booth. 

From the National electric lighting and 
tramway company, limited, for a private 
bill to consolidate and amend their cor- 
porate acts. — Mr. Eberts. 

THE (1AUVKEAU EXPEDITION. 

Mb. McKenzik, from the select com- 
mittee on the Gauvroau expedition, re- 
ported that the committee considered it ad- 
visable to employ a stenographer to take 
down tho evidence. 

Mr. Booth objected to any considerable 
expeneo being incurred by tho committee. 

The Speaker remarked that the matter 
under consideration by the committee is a 
very gravo one, and it is of tho greatest im- 
portance that an accurate report of the pro- 
ceedings be prosented to tho house. 

Report adopted. 

SONOIIEES RESERVE. 

Hon. Col. Baker presented a return 
comprising tho correspondence between the 
Dominion and Provincial governments on 
the subject of the Sougheea Indian reserve 
at Victoria. He Btated that another im 
portant letter would ho brought down on 
Monday. 

PRIVATE HILL. 

Mr. Keli.ie moved for leavo to introduce 
a bill intituled " An aot lor the incorpora- 
tion of tramway, telephone and telegraph 
companies, West Kootenay district. " 

Bill road a first time ; second reading on 
Monday. 

TAX OK .MORTGAGES. 

Mr. Sword formally appealed from tho 
decision of the chair given on February 5, 
ruling out of order the motion " That in the 
opinion of this house, the incidence of tho 
tax on mortgages is inequitable." He 
argued that tho authorities quoted by the 
Speaker in making the' ruling did not ap- 
ply, as tho motion ruled out of ordor would 
not necessarily have the effect of embirrass- 
ing the government in their financial policy, 
as this government would not bo easily em- 
barrassed by any resolution passed by tho 
bouse. The government might admit that 
the tax is inequitable, but hold that in the 
present state of the public Changes j C j 8 DOt 
advisable to repoal it. Ho thought that if 
the ruling is sustained thero should bo a 
change made in the rules of tho houao so that 
jmotiona of this charaotor will be in order 
hereafter. He therefore moved that the 
decision be not sustained. 

Hon. Mr Davie said that but for the 
fact that Mr. Sword had been in such bud 
company for ao long ho would be surprised 
that he should have taken tho ground just 
Btated. It was a very weak argument, tn 
fact no argument at all, to say that the 
house should not consider whether or not 
such a motion would embarrass the govern- 
ment "as this government would not 
be embarrassed by any opinion expres- 
sed by the house." It was of course the 
business of the opposition to embarrass the 
government, and they would allow no op- 
portunity to do so to piss, but whether or 
not this was the case Bhould havo nothing to 
do with deciding the present question. Mat- 
ters of this sort must be governed by prece- 
dent, in order that the proceedings of tho 
legislature may be carried on in an orderly 
manner. 

Hon. Mr. Heaven thought tho Speaker 
had overlooked the tact that it was simply 
a resolution which had been introduced, 
while tho authority quoted in the decision 
was based upon the introduction of a bill. 

Hon. Mr. Pooley said trio principle is 
the same, whother appliod to a bill or a re 
solution, and no private member hns a right 
to introduce a resolution interfering with 
the incidence of taxation. 

The motion was lost. 

LEGAL PROFESSIONS ACT 

Hon. Mr, Davie movod for leavo to in 
troduce a bill intituled "An act to further 
amend the ' Legal professions act.' " 

Bill read a first time ; second reading on 
Monday. 

LABOR STATISTICS. 

Mr. Keith moved for a return show- 
ing the nameB and addresses of all per- 
sonB to whom tho commissioner and deputy 
commissioner of labor statistics applied for 
auch statistics, and the replies and informa 
tion thus obtained ; and a dotailed state- 
ment of the expenditure incurred in connec- 
tion with the working of tho labor bureau 
act. 

Motion agreed to. 

MR. GREER'S CLAIM. 

Mr. Smith moved: "Whereas by the 
unanimouB report of a committee adopted 
by the houao on the 20th and 27th 
of April, 1883, it was respectfully 
recommended to the government to 
take into thoir earnest consideration tho 
advisability of issuing a crown grant of the 
land comprised in pre-omption 1,00,'! to 
Mr. Groer, or tako such other steps as may 
be proper to secure Mr. Greer's title to the 
land ; bo it therefore resolved that a select 
committee consisting of Messrs. Eberts, 
Fletcher, McKonzie, Forstor and tho mover 
be appointed to inquiro whether the afore- 
said recommendation has been carried out, 
and whether thero is any, and if so what 
reason why tho anno Bhould not bo carried 
out, and to inquire generally into tho Bubject, 
with power to Bend for persoua, books und 
papers, and report to this house." 

Hon. Mr. Vernon said ho could not see 
what good purposo would bo served by tho 
adoption of tho motion, as tho matter had 
already been considered in committeo and 
had also been doalt with in tho courts 

Hon. Mr. Beaven pointed out th*t tho 
preamblo to tho resolution is contrary to tho 
faot, as tho committeo report was not unani- 
moua, thero being a majority and a minor- 
ity report. 

Hon. Mr. Davie aaid as far as ho could 
see from hastily looking into tho record, tho 
preamble is incorreot as stated, and he 
thereforo recommended tho withdrawal of 
the resolution, Ho did not aeo what good 
it would do even if carried, as tho land in 
question has already beon dealt with by a 
crown grant. Ho felt, howover, consider- 
able sympathy personally for Mr. Greer, 
and would bo disposed to do what ho could 
In the matter if it oamo up again in aomo 
other shape. 

The resolution was withdrawn. 
tax on mortgages. 

Dr. Milne ronowod his question relating 
to the tax on mortgagos ruled in older by 
the Speaker yostorday. 

Hon. Mr. Turner replied that tho gov- 



ernment does not propose making any change 
in t he personal property tax this session. 

GOVERNMENT CONTRACTS. 

Mr. Sword uaked : What attention have 
tho government paid in giving out contracts 
for the now parliament buildings to tho 
opinion expressed by this houBe on 11 'h 
April, 181).'!, that aolause should ho inserted 
iu all contracts awarded by the government 
for tho construction of public works pro- 
viding that " the wages of all laborers and 
unskilled workmen chould be not lesB than 
c Acnty cents per hour" ? 

Hon. Mr Vernon replied, referring Mr. 
Sword Uj folio 129 of the Journals for 1893, 
aud stating that tho resolution there given 
B3 amended has no meaning ; nevertheless a 
clause requiring contractors to submit lists 
of employes and tho pay rolls whenever re- 
quired forms a part of all government eon- 
tracts ; and that tho following is a clause 
in the government buildings contract : 
" Tho contractor shall keep a pay roll 
posted up on the works, with tho names of 
airmen engaged on the building appearing 
upon it, and he shall further furnish pay 
rolls, receipted by tho workmen, oa well as 
receipts for all materials supplied, when he 
applies to tho architect for a certificate of 
payment." 

SALVATION ARMY MAR1UAOES. 

The house wont into committee on tho 
marriage act and births, deaths and regis- 
tration act amendment bill, Mr. Keith in 
the chair. 

Hon. Mr Beaven objected to the adop- 
tion of tho preamblo, whidh readB thuB : 
" Whereas it appears that in the religious 
society called the Salvation Army thero are 
official persons known as commissioners and 
bLuII uiTiuero, whoso position and duties in 
tho said society are substantially tho same as 
thoBe of clergymen and ministers in the 
churchcB and religious denominations men- 
tioned in the 4th section of the ' Marriage 
Act.' " He Baid ho had no information that 
this statement is in accordance with the 
fact. 

Hon. Mr Davie said it wsb a matter of 
common notoriety. He might Bay in con' 
noction with the question which had been 
raised as to the advisability of the bill, that 
an net in almost precisely similar terms had 
beau adopted by tho Ontario legislature at 
the last session. 

Bill reported ; read a third time aud 
passed. 

LICENSES ACT. 

Tho houBe went into committee of tho 
whole on the licenses act amendment bill, 
Dr. Watt in tho chair. 

Bill reported ; read a third time and 
paBsed. 

KIKE ESCAPES. 

Hon. Mr. Davie moved the eecond read- 
ing of the accidents by lire bill. 
Motion agreed to. 

DELTA RAILWAY. 

Mr. Punch moved the second reading of 
tho Delta & New Westminstor railway bill. 
Motion agreed to. 

GAME ACT. 

Mr Martin asked that the order for tho 
second readiDg of the game hill he had in- 
troduced bo discharged, as in consequence 
of many requests he had received he had 
given notice cf hia intention to move to 
refer the matter to a committee. HiB 
amendment had been that prairie chicken 
Bhould be protected up to tho 1st of Sep- 
tember instead of up to tho 12tli of August 
as at present. He would produco beforo 
the committee evidence that deer and 
mountain sheep had been killed not for their 
hides alouo but for material with which to 
feed hogs. 

WIDE TIRE ACT. 

Mr. Kitchen moved the second reading 
of a bill to amend the wide tiro act, so as to 
provide that the woight to be carried by a 
wagon shall be regulated by tho width of 
the tire ; and also that wagons now in pos- 
session of farmers shall be exempted for five 
years so long as they are used fur farm pur- 
poses and not for teaming for hire. There 
was also a provision that any municipality 
might by t by-law deter the date of the 
coming into force '.here. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven wished to record his 
objection to the bill, relating as it did to an 
unwise provision which ho had successfully 
fought for many yeara in this house. He 
suggested that the house Bhould adopt tho 
principle of carrying "on a division" resolu- 
tions to which all did not agree, without 
having to take tho names evory time to pre- 
servo the record. 

Hon. Mr Davie did not ngreo with tho 
last suggestion, as he thought it was the 
du'y of members having decided opinions 
one way or tho other to express them to 
the house instead of dissenting iu tileDCe. 
He had him<elf bten convinced of the advan- 
tage of the wide tiro law from arguments 
which ho had heurd in tho house, before ho 
had taken a personal interest in tho matter. 
As this subject had been discussed for yeara 
every ens had uotico that it was hound to 
become law sooner or later, and there seem 
ed to be general content with the ao: which 
had been passed until after tho amendment 
introduced by Mr. Kitchen last year, which, 
as appliod in that member's diatrict, seemed 
to have given great dissatisfaction. That 
gentleman now sought to amend his act, but 
unfortunately in this did not eontino himself 
to hie own locality, but wished to amend the 
law all over tho province.

Mb, Hokne opposed tho hill, which ho 
thought sought to amend the sat in tbo 
wrong direction. If it did not pass it was 
his intention to bring in a measure himself 
dealing with the Bubject.

structive floods followod by long periods of 
drought ; and whereas there aro large areas 
in our provinco already baro of trees and 
others are becoming rapidly denuded of 
their natural wealtii ; Therefore resolved 
that a select committee, consisting of 
Messrs. Anderson, Sword and the mover, 
be appointed to consider tho 6ubj"Ct of tor 
estry as it affects our province, and among 
other things to report to this house how 
best : 1. To prevent the devastation of our 
forest lands whether by fire or tho axe; 
2. To encourage the replanting of trees in 
place of those cut down for commercial or 
household purpoaos ; To test by a scries 
of experiments tho possibility of covering 
portions of our arid interior with a growth 
of shrubs or trees, whother these are in 
thomselves commercially valuable or not ; 
•1. To encourage iu portions of the province 
suitable therefor the cultivation of tho vari- 
ous kinds of economically valuable hard- 
wood trees. 

WIDE TIKE ACT.

THE WAY TO BREATHE 



LIKEWISE HOW A WOMAN SHOULD 
GO UP STAIRS. 



Fhystcul Culture For Women at Home. 
Effect or Breathing on the Looks — How- 
to Cure Hollows In the Neck— Sensible 
Talk l)y Fannie Edgar Thomas.

NE thing is certain, 
no woman can walk, 
i stand, ride, sit, kneel 
)^)\ &H or move attractively 
' w h i 1 e compressed 
about tho waist. By 
this I do not mean tight lacing; I mean 
compression — that which does not admit 
of the widest expansion of the entire 
trunk to its fullest extent without con- 
sciousness of covering. Lillian Russell 
in her corset costumes and Lillian Rus- 
sell in an oriental robe are two different 
types of women. The most beautiful and 
the most homely woman tire both made 
more attractive by having a trunk that 
can curve than one that is straight. This 
does not relate to health — simply to at 
traotiveness. Real tight lacing — well 
that is a subject below discussion in this 
day and generation. As the professot 
said: "Let them alone. It is one way 
the Lord has of ridding the world of 
fools." 

Of course some women there are who 
cannot dispense- with the corset without 
some form of bust supporter — why in 
heaven's name do they not use tho Cleo- 
patra corset? But in the name of beauty 
leave the waist line not only loose, but 
free. 

Aside from tho looks, no one can do 
anything until site can breathe. You seo, 
tho breathing apparatus of tho body is 
just like a bi llows, the throat tho pipe, 
the lower si omach and back tho "clap- 
pers." Nine women out of ten breathe 
through the length of tho pipe alone. 
They breathe through tho throat. Try- 
it and see. How still tho whole trunk is 
instead of moving regularly up and 
down! The throat is but the passage 
through which the breath may pass after 
it has been pumped in by the lower body. 

Every time you hear a singer or reader 
draw in the breath sharply with a little 
whiz, she simply draws a little hit of 
wind into the pipe and pushes it out 
again. She has no control whatever over 
her voice. She makes "salt cellars 
back of her collar bone and another in 
the curve of her neck, because she draws 
in and enfeebles tho muscles there in- 
stead of swelling them out. Every well 
taught singer has plump neck and shoul- 
ders. Clavicle breathing, or breathing 
down as far as the clavicle, only strains 
and stretches all tho delicate muscles 
that liecloso to thy flesh. "Where not 
heavily interlaced they cave right in nat- 
urally, like lining after the starch is out, 

Stand erect, and breathe till you raise 
the chest and swell out the trunk without 
moving the shoulders. There you are, 
pressing the two clappers of your breath- 
ing apparatus together — in other words 
breathing properly. Tho muscles about 
the neck, instead of being drained, are 
fed by the passing breeze, and the mus- 
cles are being made round and firm by 
exercise. 

What should you do? 

Fasten a light string or a feather in 
the curtain a little distance from you. 
Standing properly with the hands pressed 
against the sides to indicate the expan- 
sion, draw in a full breath through the 
entire trunk and almost closing the lips 
blow the string or feather till it flutters 
gently, counting how long a time you 
can keep tho movement up. A lazy, in- 
dolent girl, \vith> hooped shoulders and 
novel reading eyes, will give out on 
eight. In a week she can count 10, and 
so on. No matter where one begins, tho 
improvement is bound to come, and 
with it freedom, strength in tho lungs, 
desire to stand straight, longing for the 
open air, an inclination to smile, to go! 

But you must not fail" to walk a little, 
increasing the distance each day. Count 
six steps while raising tho chest — mouth 
shut — and six while lotting it subside. 
Get in the habit of breathing this way 
always. To do ir you will have to stand 
straight ami feel ambitious. It will 
make the eyes bright, the face express- 
ive. It will fill out every hollow save 
tho dimples, It will give you color, 
change the tone of your voice, make you 
sleep anil eat. I firmly believe that half 
tho delicacy of men and women would 
bo cured by proper breathing. If you 
can afford it, take singing lessons; if not, 
read, recite aloud, whistle. You should 
seo the chest of Mrs. Alice Shaw, tho 
whistler, since she made her unique art 
a profession. It is like that of a general 
and solid as it is round and beautiful. 
Tho whole plan of physical culture or 
body beautifying is based on correct 
breathing. 

Stair climbing is a feature of feminine 
locomotion as peculiar as it is important. 
Says a prominent beauty culturist: 
"Show me a town of stairs, and I will 
prophesy a town of thin, eye circled, 
cross looking women." Yet tho stairs are 
made a prominent feature in all gymna- 
siums for the increaso of health and 
beauty. The prophecy should bo re- 
versed. Trained stair climbers are the 
healthiest as well as the most graceful 
women on earth. Now York, with its 
artificial elevated road stairs, shows a 
race of clumsy, drawn faced, jaded look- 
ing women among its neglected ones. 
Baltimore, with its steep hills (natural 
stairs), shows in its women, who are 
taught to mount them, tho most grace- 
ful pedestrians in tho world. 

Tho last tiling a woman untrained in 
tho art should do in tho presence of her 
lovor is to mount stairs before him. Yet, 
-jroporly done no species of locomotion 
bould bo made a more potent charm. 

First of ali, in going up stairs thero 



should bo no waddling. There must be 
no rolling from side to side— none what- 
ever—no trudging or thumping, as if the 
main object were to punch holes in the 
steps, no leaning forward and no appar- 
ent weariness. Moreover, obeying the 
directions for correct breathing, thero 
need bo no panting at tho head of the 
stairs. Compare these rules with the or- 
dinary stair climber and see the results. 

Tho body should remain perfectly 
oroct, the step should bo taken with tho 
too and the movement to tho next step 
bo made with a springing motion — a ca- 
ress of tho structure if you will— instead 
of a kick. This produces a gradual 
graceful poetic elevation instead of a 
cumbersome hauling of the body upward, 
and places all tho strain upon the mus- 
cles of the calf of tho leg instead of the 
more tender ones of tho middle trunk. 
No wonder women nearly die climbing 
those stairs 1 It is all in tho way they 
do it. 

This slightly accented springing from 
step to step leads to tho truo system of 
walking; hence the stairway is mado the 
walker's gymnasium and its correct use 
a cure. 

You have but to observo the different 
styles of stair climbing on tho stages #f 
our theaters to realize that natural 
climbing does not produce either satis- 
factory or similar results of expression.

Sho certainly 
gets as much comfort out of her 
$4,000 expenditures as tho ostenta- 
tious fashionable New Yorker gets 
out of his $50,000, and that is the 
main point. Mrs. Hetty Green is of 
Massachusetts Quaker birth. .She inher- 
ited a fortune of $4,000,000 from her fa- 
ther and other relatives some 25 years 
ago. She is row at tho ago of 50, and 
the fortune of a quarter of a century 
ago has swelled in her hands to $50,000,- 
000, all above tho original inheritance 
gained by her own business shrewdness. 
It is to be observed that no ono ever yet 
charged tho woman financier with dis- 
honesty. She is square to the last penny 
in her dealings. Moreover, the methods 
whereby she has increased her fortune 
are exactly those which in great mas- 
culine financiers are commended as 
shrewd nineteenth century business 
enterprise. Sho has simply met 
the Willi street sharpers and beat- 
en them at their own game. Her 
wealth is invested in bonds, stocks and 
mortgages. Not long sinco a New York 
millionaire was obliged to borrow $5,- 
000,000. Only two money lenders were 
known who could lot him havo that 
amount, and one of them was Mrs. 
Green. Sho lent him the money and 
pinned him mercilessly to the wall in the 
bargain she made, but she treated him 
as ho had treated many another. She 
has mado her wealth by economy, care- 
ful study of business and finances and by 
watching the money situation like a 
hawk. She travels from place to place 
looking out for good investments, and 
her judgment is unerring. Site is a 
square headed woman phrenological))- 
as well as a level headed ono financially. 
The point I wisli to make is that if one 
woman has thus amassed wealth by her 
foresight and sagacity other women can 
do likewise.

Charles Egbert Craddock's stories. Wom- 
en who take this view of things find 
themselves swindled and beggared every- 
day.

Steam navigation on inland waters has 
paaaed its " golden era " in moat sections of 
tho Northwest, and railroads have huatled 
steamboats to tho rear in tho past few years 
with astonishing rapidity. British Colum- 
bia, however, possesses somo " steambjat 
presorvea " that will not bo encroached on 
fur many a year. They are locatod in the 
Kootenay country, and Captain James 
Troup, who is superintendent of the Colum- 
bia A: Kootenay lino of Bteamers. aays that a 
benign providence must havo looked out for 
the welfare of tho ateamboat men and 
made the magnificent lakeB and rivera 
of this New Eldorado with a view 
to shutting out railroad compotition 
for a time. Tho beautiful and picturetque 
scouery of thc-BO inland water routes will 
eventually bo the ineana of attracting a 
largo tourist travel, but oven now thero ia a 
transportation business rapidly swelling into 
varjt proportions, as right in tho ho^rt of 
tho region traversed by the steamers aro 
millions of tons of tha richest ore that the 
Northwest has ever produced. Despite tho 
fact that it has to bo carried by sleds and 
pack animals many miles over a rough trail 
to roach tho Bteamer lauding at Kaslo, 
oro ia coming out of tho minea at 
the rato of forty tone por day and 
is token from Kaslo to NelBon by the 
steamer Nelson, which throughout tho 
heaviest etorma has not missed a trip this 
winter, and on tho Upper Arrow lakes tho 
Bteiimer Lytton was unhiudorod by tho ice 
up to January 12S, when she made her lust 
trip for the season. Tho opening of naviga- 
tion in tho spring will bo tho signal for u 
lively rush into this new region of unde- 
veloped wealth, and many miles of railroad 
" feeders " will bo built immediately to con- 
nect with the steamer and rail lines already 
in operation, one company alono having 
contracted with tho ateamboat company for 
tho delivery of 4, 000 tons of rails as soon as 
navigation openB.

BUSINESS HEV1EVV. 

Bradstreet'a Summary of tho Business of the 
Week— Resumption of Forty Important 
Industrial Establishments. 

New York, Fob. 0.— Bradstreet'a to. 
morrow says: "Tho moderate improve- 
ment in trade, beginning hist month, bad 
not an opportunity to show itself in in- 
creased railway earnings. Thoro aro forty 
odd resumptions of important industrial 
establishments this week, contrasted with 
tho announcement of tho shutting down of 
only six similar concerns. An easier wool 
market at home, emphasized by a weaker 
market at London, may bo contrasted 
with tho fair jobbing movement in 
general dry goods amoni/st loading houses at 
EaBtorn contros, which roport tho volume of 
trado for January fair, notwithstanding that 
sales wero in small lots. Tho export of 
wheat from both ("oasts, (Hour included), 
amounted to 2,078,000 bushels, a moderate 
gain over last wook, when tho total was '2- 
083,000 bushols, but a much smaller total 
than one year ago or two years ago, when 
tho aggre g ites wero respectively 23,391,000 
and .'v'iGl.OOO bushels. During tho firat five 
weeks of tho years 1S92, tho total stocks of 
available wheat here and in Canada east 
of tho Rockies deelinod about 2,700,000 
bushels net. In a liko portion of ISO.'i, they 
increased not about 1,700,000 bushols, but 
this year there is u not decrease of more 
than 000,000 bushels. Tho bank clear- 
ings amount to $SS8, 000,000 in seventy- 
four cities throughout tho country, 
an increase of 15 por cent. on 
tho preceding week, but a decrease 
as compared with the liko week last year of 
,3S per cent. Thie indicates a distinct im- 
provement when contrasted with the com- 
parisons of tho preceding weeks' totals and 
those in tho corresponding Weeks of laBt 
year. The exports of domestic merchandise 
and products in the calendar year KS93 fell 
away 7 4 per cent, in value from ISO'2 and 
10 7percont. from 1891. Tho imports, freo 
and dutiable, decreased ,"> per cent, in 
ISO.'! from 1892, but only :i per cent, last 
year, as contrasted with 1891. There are 
33(1 business failures in tho United States 
this week againBC .'140 last week, 223 in the 
same week a year ago. Tho New 
York Btock market is without apparent 
buying power, values being maintained by 
the indisposition of holders to sell, and the 
existence of a large short interest Silver 
has followed the course of tho London mar- 
ket, tho pries of bars falling to 0.'> cents, 
the lowest figure on record. While business 
is quiet throughout Nova Scotin, Halifux 
telegraphs that the outlook is for a fair 
spring trade. Toronto reportB only a 
limited volume of business, with iron prices 
irregular, and hog product prices lower. 
Montreul advises that tho volume of busi- 
ness has declined sinoo tho first of the 
year, but claims thnt tho provinco of 
Quebec is us well situated financi- 
ally as any other in tho Dominion because 
remittances from neighboring points to 
Montreal aro fair, but slower from points in 
Western Ontario und Manitoba. The bank 
clearings at Hamilton, Toronto, Montreal 
and Halifax amount to Sit), 54-1, (100, 4 per 
cent, more than last week, but 17 per cent, 
less than in the liko week last year. There 
aro 50 buisness failures reported from Can- 
ada this week against 41 lust week, 45 in 
the corresponding week last year, and 05 
two years ago. 

THE " KEARSASGE." 

Help Sent to the Relief of Her Crew— She Is 
Breaking Up Fust. 

Colon, Feb. 9. — Tho steamer City of 
Para sailed at noon to-day for Roncador 
reef, to take aboard tho officers and crew of 
U. S. warship Kearsarge, which went on 
the rooks last Friday. She was chartered 
for tho voyage by the U. S. Government 
As tho Roncador reef is about .'100 miles 
from this port, the City of Para will prob- 
ably not be b»ck before Sunday afternoon. 

Details of the wreck and landing of tho 
officers und crew of the steamer have been 
received. The dispatch says : The Rear- 
sargo was under both sail und steam at the 
time, and was going ubout ten knotB when 
she struck. A heavy sea was running, and 
us the character of the reefs in these waters 
waa well known to tho officers, it was evi- 
dent that safety lay in forcing her aa fur up 
us possible before she begun to break up 
Accordingly aho was at once lightened of 
her heavy guns ; next tho masts were cut 
away, not only to lighten her, but to pro- 
vide material for rafts. It would have been 
madness to make any uttempt to laud in 
in such a sea in the intonse darkness, and 
therefore they waited until morning. 

On Saturday, February 3, a line was got 
ushore and all hands were landed on the 
reof. Three bouts wero got ushoro slightly 
injured. As there is scarcely any water on 
the reef, and about two hundred men were 
camped there with a trifling supply, one of 
the boats was immediately put in order to 
go to Old Providence for relief. On reach- 
ing Old Providence and finding nothing 
thero capable of taking off tho shipwrecked 
crew, they came to Colon for help. When 
thoy left the Kearsurgo waa breaking up 
fust.

After consulta- 
tion the local council expressed their heurty 
approval of tho scheme and promised to aid 
us fur as pructicablo in its accomplishment. 



BRAZILIAN MATTERS. 

Presidential ami VIco-PresIdentlal Ciuiilldntes 
Nominated— Endeavors to Bring About 
a Peaceful Sentiment. 

BUENOS Ayiieh, Feb. 8 — Tho insurgent 
cruiser Aquidaban and another warship left 
the harbor to-day, it ia supposed, to inter- 
cept President Peixoto'a now squadron and 
demand its surrender. 

Advices from Rio do Janeiro Bay a plot 
has been discovered to assassinate President 
Peixoto. Many persons have been arrested 
charged with being in tho plot and several 
of them have been shot. Tho insurgents in 
Rio Grande do Sul aro reported to be up- 
preaching Porto Alegro, tho capital of the 
State. 

Rio DK JANEIRO, Feb. 8 — Hon. Thomas 
L Thompson, U. S. Minister, und Rear- 
Admiral Benham, commander of tho U. S. 
fleet, and staff, called upon President 
Peixoto, at the palace, this afternoon. 
Peixoto, who made a favorable impression 
on hia visitors, was invited to visit the 
American fleet. 

Manuel Victoriuo Peroira, of liahia, has 
been named ub a candidate for tho Vice- 
Presidency in tho election on March 1. Liko 
Dr. Prudente do Moares, the nominee for 
tho Pieuidoncy, Pereiru is a civilian. Both 
were nominated by twenty Senators under 
the chairmanship of Thomas Dultino. Preai- 
deut Peixoto approves of these nominationa. 

PARIS, Feb. 8.— A dispatch from Valpar- 
aiso, says that several Balmacedists have 
been arrested at Santiago, and that tho state 
of siege has been proclaimed iu tho city. Le 
Debate suys the majority of the powers have 
decided to decline to recognize the Bruziliun 
insurgents as beliuerents. 

London, Feb. 8 — Tho steuir.or Magda- 
lena, from Rio Janeiro, January 2i, has 
arrived here. It is learned that a meeting 
waa held on January 23 on board the Ameri- 
can flagship San Francisco, between Rear- 
Admiral Benham, the American commander; 
Admiral da Gama, commanding the insur- 
gents force:) at Rio, and President Peixoto. 
Previous to the meeting Admiral da Gama 
insisted that his official rank should he 
recognized, but waived the right of being 
saluted on being met. At tho meeting 
Admiral du Gama set forth his terms for a 
settlement, in eflect thxit a civilian president 
of Brazil should be elected, and that the 
members of tho army should not vote on the 
election. To the terms President Peixoto 
refused to ugrco. Tho advices further show 
that tho insurgents aim to capture Santos, 
tho Government's buBe of supplies for Rio 
Janeiro.

BERLIN, Feb. 9. — The Emperor to-day 
celebrated the twenty-fifth anniversary of 
his entrunco into the army, Re made a 
brief uddress to the First Regiment of 
Footguards, in which he held hie first com- 
mission.

Rome, Feb. 8.— Mr. R. M, llillantyno, 
tho celebrated writer of stories of adventure, 
died here to day. 

Wrecked Oil Liberia. 

London, Feb. !).— The German steamer 
Adolph Woermunn haa been wrecked at 
Nifu, Liberia. Everybody on board reached 
tho land safely. Her cargo is lost. She 
sailed from Hamburg on January 11 for 
African ports. 

The Princes* Colonna. 

Quarantine, Feb. 9.— It was thought 
possiblo that tho Princess Colonna, Mrs. 
John W. Mackay's daughter, might 
be among the passengers on the 
steamer Trave, which urrived to- 
night from Bremen via Southampton. Tho 
name of the Princess, however, does not ap- 
pear on the pnasenger liHt, aud tho officers 
of tho steamer, when questioned, said tho 
Princess had not taken passage en the vessel.
